all bids, alsoi to waive rfny -defect in 
any bid that they cared to accept. 


The Massachusetts concern claimed 


that its bid for the job" was practi- 
cally lower than that of the 'respond- 
ent, M. A. Dame &..Sqhs Company, 
by reason' of the fact- that it had coin-. 
plied with the provisions required, by 
the authorities letting the contract, 
by furnishing the names of sub-con- 
tractors who would probably do much 
ol the workfwhile the respondent com- 
pany had not supplied the names of 
any sub-contractors ,with' whom it 
would be likely to do. business.

The bid submitted by the complain- 


ant company -on .the Rogers High 
School job was 346,472; that of the 
-M. A. Dame & Sons Company, to 
whom the contract was awarded, was 
116,450.

Mr. Taylor was a son of the late

financier, and. was born in that city.

was prominent in financial circles In 
New York, being a member of the 
board of directors of many: large 
institutions. 
He took a prominent 


part in the social life of New York 
and Newport, being a.member of the

magnificent steam yacht was a frc- 
.quent visitor in this harbor during 
the summer season. ' 


Mr. Taylor owned a handsome es- 


tate on Annandalc Road, which he

JUSTICE WHITE'S WILL

Washington.;— The will of Ed- 


.ward Douglass 'White, the late 
chief justice of the United Slates 
Supreme Court, was filed for pro- 
bate. It was oiecuted' June 20, 
1015, and is contained in two sen- 
tenccs— 51 words In all. It reads: 


"This Is my last will. I give,

are laid by the light-yellow butterflies 
that are often seen flying abbot the;

daniaga • Ousting tho foliage and the 
heads with air-slaked Ume, to which 
a'little Wrls greep has been added, 
or spraying them with arsenate of 
lead, one ounce to a gallon .of water, 
are both effective. There. Is no danger 
as the heads grow from the Inside and 
the outer leaves, to which the poison 
Is applied, are al! removed.

The necessity of selecting, plants 


Immune to dodder1 Infestation when 
cultivating rieWly .clearedi-land-.wa^ 
emphasized by a report which recently 
reached the Cnlted-Sfitcs Department 
of Agriculture concerning the destruc- 
tion of an entire fleldrof eggplant oh'a 
newly .cleared- fleld 'in Pennsylvania.. 
So bad was',the Infestation' that not a 
single frnlt was formed: on thc'para"- 
sltlied.plants and the entire field was 
.destroyed. The dodder was deiermlned 
ts.ihnzel-dpdder,ra species, not;mi-, 
Common,. oh . hazel.-and:, other wjid 
shrubs and on, tick, trefoil and {other 
. wild. herbs,- but never:'prpvtoufliy i& 
ported'on.cnltlvated;plahti' Th'e de-. 
partraent recommends that on <land 
known'to contain the seeds of dodder, 
farmers should use plants which are 
Immune to attacks of the pest: (Tho 
following plants are .not susceptible 
to Injury by dodder; corn, soy beans, 
velvet i beans,'' cowpeas/ and small 
gnUns such as oats, wheat, arid rye. 
Potatoes 
and ' buckwheat, 
crops 


commonly used on newly.cleared land, 
are not very likely to he Injured by 
^dodder, but truck crops should not 
be planted on land known to contain 
dodder seeds.
